REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a voltage 
sensing circuit, which includes a bandgap generator, a monitoring unit and a voltage comparator 
with the recited connections and operations set forth therein. In particularly, the prior art fails to 
disclose or suggest that the voltage sensing circuit including, in combination with other elements, 
the monitoring unit for monitoring the intemal voltage to determine whether the bandgap

generator is adequately powered, and output a signal that forces the voltage comparator to set the 
sensing signal to a fixed state when the bandgap generator is inadequately powered. 
Claims 2-20 are allowed because they depend on claim 1.
